In Canada Is Urged 


Montreal, March 24.—Judge ( usson announced this morning 
that he had “allowed summonses to he issued” for Sir Hugh 
Montagu Allan and 1). C. Macarow. The former was president of 
the Merchants’ Hank of Canada and the latter general manager. 

The information upon which the summonses was issued was 
sworn to before Judge Cusson by Robert B. Viet*, an employ fa of 
the Department of Finance. Ottawa. O. A. Wilson acted as legul 
adviser for Mr. Viets and for the Department of Justice. 

The charge against Sir Montagu Allan is for having “falsely 
and negligently concurred in the preparation of the October 
financial statement made by the Merchants’ Bank to the Depart¬ 
ment of Finance.” and which did not show that the bank’s resf 
fund was impaired. 

The charge against Mr. Macarow 
is for having falsely and wilfully 
made a deceptive return to the Fed¬ 
eral Government on the bank's stand¬ 
ing. 

Sir Montagu Allan and' Mr. Mac¬ 
arow will appear In dburt this after¬ 
noon. » 

The Merchants* Bank was com¬ 
pelled to accept an offer from the 
Bunk of Montreal to sell out when 
It was found that, owing to enormous 
bad debts Incurred in loans made to 
the brokerage houses of Thornton, 
Davidson * Company. and Fair¬ 
banks, Gosselin & Company, and Hi' 
number of commercial concerns, it a 
reserve fund of $9,000,000 had been 
severely impaired.

A six-hour running fight occurred 
between Ulster special constables and 
Sinn Feiners in tho vicinity of Car- 
rickmore, County Tyrone, yesterday.

The ambushing 
party was concealed behind a gorse 
bank on the roadside and opened firo 
at a distance of 1.000 yards.

The pursuit continued for sev¬ 
eral hours with frequent exchange* 
of shot*. 

At last five Sinn Feiners are be¬ 
lieved .to have been hit.

Bullets pierced the capes ftt several 
of the special constables, but none 
was wounded.

The fox farm established in 
Saanich to which allusion was made 
in The Times recently will produce 
fur equal to any produced in the 
East, said Dr. W. G. Church, animal 
pathologist of the Fox Research 
Station, Prince Edward Island, who 
arrived here to Investigate local fox 
conditions. 

Dr. Church said that lie does not 
think there is anything in the claim 
that tho Atlantic sea breezes arc of 
such a quality that they alone CAIt 
produce the best fur. After observ¬ 
ing atmospheric conditions here, Dr. 
Church said that there is no reason 
why the fur from here will not be 
as valuable as that from Eastern 
farms. v 

The fox death rate lias been cut 
down during the lust six years as h 
result of the research work into 
foxes’ diseases and foxes’ diet con¬ 
ducted by Dominion Government ex¬ 
perts. Dr. Church said. He explained 
that in the early days of fox farming 
many of the animals died from in¬ 
testinal and parasitic infections, but 
now these diseases have been con¬ 
quered. 

Dr. Church announced that all in¬ 
formation on the feeding anJ care of 
foxes can be obtained from G. Ennis 
Smith, dietitian of the Dominion 
Government Research Laboratory at 
Ottawa, who has entirely remodelled 
the systems of feeding foxes in 
captivity and brought :t down to u 
science. 

Dr. Church interviewed Dr. War-s 
nock, Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
on fox farming in B. C. Latest re¬ 
ports show that while there is only 
one farm ns yet on Vancouver 
Island there are a number on the 
•Mainland and altogether they have 
150 foxes in captivity tvnng used for 
breeding, for fur. In Prince Edward 
Island last year fox farming pro¬ 
duced a revenue of 11.240,000 which is 
nearly as much as the fish and dairy 
production of that Province com¬ 
bined. Out of the 573 fox farms in 
Canada, 306 are on Prince Edward 
Island.

Expenditure Cut as General 
Election Approaches 


(Times Correspondence.) 

Melbourne, Australia, March 23.— 
Where Australia had 250 senior of¬ 
ficers of the defence forces ready at 
call to undertake the work of mobil¬ 
izing her armies, she has now fewer 
than 180. In consequence the Gov¬ 
ernment Is accused of having "knock- 
ed the brains out of our citizen army.” 

Annual camps have been abolished 
for two years, training is at a stand¬ 
still or done perfunctorily, and as 
one critic puts it, "our army and 
navy are in as bad a way as if they 
had gone to war, fought a battle and 
been defeated disastrously." 

Much of the economy is put down 
to the outcome of the Washington 
Conference, but critics of the Gov¬ 
ernment point out that it was de¬ 
cided upon prior to the decisions 
reached at Washington. The fact that 
there is a general election pending 
and that taxation is very high 
throughout Australia, largely due to 
the. war debt, of course, has a bear¬ 
ing, for no party cares to fight an 
election and face criticisms of over¬ 
burdening taxes. 

State Election. 

Sydney. Australia. March 23.—j 
The farmers* party In New South 
Wales has taken a leaf out of the 
Canadian farmers* political ledger 
and produce! a political programme 
for the forthcoming election. 

It comprises a vigorous Immigra¬ 
tion policy; the formation of new 
states in the Commonwealth so as 
to decentralize government and do 
away with the domination of the 
country by the great cities; 
the removal of the railways 
from political control; opposi¬ 
tion to Socialistic legislation of 
any kind; the removal of rent and 
anti-profiteering restrictions, and the 
removal of all price-fixing. The do¬ 
ing away with the arbitration courts 
for the settlement of labor disputes 
anVl the substitution- *>f conciliation 
committees without any compulsory 
powers is also advocated. 

In addition an extensive policy of 
land settlement,’' road-making and 
bush nursing for the development of 
country areas is given a prominent 
place.

Ottawa. March 24.—D. W. Warner, 
Progressive. Strathcona, Alberta, 
speaking in the debate after dinner 
on the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne in the House of 
Commons last evening, suid that in 
spite of the fact that the soil of his 
constituency was ideal for farming, 
many of the people there were striv-, 
ing under adverse conditions. 

Farmers were not getting a square 
deal. The freight rates on wheat 
were taking more than the farmer 
was receiving in profit, and the same 
was also true of cattle and hogs. 

The suspension of the Crow's Nest 
Pass Railway rute agreement so the 
Railway Commission could Increase 
the rate had "put everything in the 
air." This agreement would expire 
July 7, 1922, anil the Government must 
consider the situation carefully before 
allowing its renewal. Freight rates 
should be returned to their pre-war 
schedules. 

Tariff. 

Turning to the Conservative group, 
Mr. Warner said: 

"As for the tariff we want our 
friends to my right here to get off 
our necks." 

"We shall stand for a tariff on im¬ 
ports for revenue and an excise tax 
on goods manufactured in this coun¬ 
try; but we want the, Government 
and not the manufacturers to get this 
money." 

More waving of the red flag has 
been caused by special privileges to 
certain classes than by anything else, 
he said. 

The banking sytsem must be 
changed to permit of Canadian money 
serving Canadian people first.

Mild But Strong.

Railways. 

Mr. Campbell made some sugges¬ 
tions designed to he of assistance in 1 
finding the way out of nhe railway! 
wilderness. The Government rail-! 
ways could be made to pay if they 1 
were handled In a businesslike man¬ 
ner. Freight should be handled In a 
scientific manner, and in order to 
accomplish this, he suggested the 
introduction of Summer and Winter, 
tariffs. All railway men knew that: 
freight could be handl^ between 
April and November for about half 
of what It cost during the Winter 
months. Shipment of heavy freight 
should be encouraged during the 
Summer months by lower rates. 

Finally, the most competent rail¬ 
way manager on the North American 
Continent should be secured, no mat¬ 
ter what salary he asked. Such a 
man would brook no political inter¬ 
ference. 

Unemployment.

All Relief Work to Stop on 
March 31

Victoria has Ionic b.een proud 
of the boulevards which provide 
the emerald frame for her mag¬ 
nificent thoroughfares; hut it 
has to be related that these 
pleasant strips of green will lose 
much of their beauty if they are 
to be turned into playgrounds.

The large insurance compan¬ 
ies of Great Britain have adopted this 
systeffr of examination, and they 
found by it that they can add an 
average of four years to the lives of 
their policy-holders.

Few and Larger Hospital*. 

Twenty-five per 
cent, of patients who now go to the 
hospital for treatment should never 
have been allowed to reach there.

There is no reason why the aver¬ 
age life of our citizens cannot be 
Increased ten years. Let us have an 
educated public opinion back of the 
Government in health matters, and 
we will soon see results,” continued 
the speaker, who closed with com¬ 
parative statistics for fatalities from 
disease in the South African and late 
wars. 

In war it was found that one- 
third of the nation was unfit for ser¬ 
vice. and of this number 80 per cent, 
were unfit from causes preventable 
In childhood, stated the speaker. In | 
clinical treatment for venereal dis -1 
eases men could be cured for $50. j 
whereas, mental defectives in the 
asylums cost the ratepayers $400 a 
year for eight years, each, or a total 
of $512,000 for the 160 of such cases 
at present Jn the Kssondale institu¬ 
tion. 

Mentally Unfit. 

As far as this effect on mentality 
was concerned, the speaker continued, 
between forty and fifty patients were 
‘being admitted every year to the 
Kssondale establishment, and the 
number was increasing with the ex¬ 
pansion of population. 

The present condlton of health 
matters was costing the ratepayers 
more than an efficient staie service 
of state medicine, and v as not meet¬ 
ing nor reducing the spread of dis¬ 
ease, Dr. Young said. The economic 
loss of & man through lll-neal'h. to 
the state. Was rated st $50rt per man 
per year, and for even - such man 
numerous dependents became a 
charge upon the state. R C. was 
blessed with an uncongestod popu¬ 
lation, and plenty of fresh moun'ain 
water, but notwithstanding that the 
economic loss from preventable dis¬ 
ease was terrific, stated the speaker, 
who advocated pre-natal care, care of 
the child, at school and all through 
the early stages of life, with equal 
rights for the children of every man. 
Irrespective of pecuniary advantages 
of the favored.

In closing Dr. Young thanked the 
gathering for the large and attentive 
attendance.

Dr. L. K. Poyntz opened the ad¬ 
dresses of the evening by a brief and 
clear cut resume of the development 
of medical research work along the 
lines of preventive medicine. Medi¬ 
cine should Iw construed in the 
meaning that It was the study of the 
cure and prevention of disease, he 
said. The contagiousness of disease 
had long been well known, continued 
the speaker, who dealt in passing 
with the organism of bacteria, the 
single celled link between animal and 
vegetable life.

Halifax hears, is designed by Thomas 
McManus, also of Boston, who has 
made the lines for u large number of 
fishing vessels of both the New Eng¬ 
land and the Nova Scotia fishing 
fleets. With at least two new ves¬ 
sels ns entries, the United States 
elimination races next Autumn should 
furnish some excitement. 

A Bad Winter. 

Scarcity of freights, pientitude of, 
vessels and low prices of fish have 
so affected the industry that only one 
fishing schooner is now under con¬ 
struction at Lunenburg. Smith and 
Rhuland are building for Captain 
"Baddy" Mack, who helmed the Deia- 
wana to second money in the Nova 
Scotia 1921 elimination races, a 
schooner modelled somewhat after 
tiie style of the Clintonia. a speedy 
Nova Scotian vessel designed ten 
years ago by McManus, of Boston. 
George Rhuland. of the building firm, 
himself u designer, has adapted a 
nice set of plans upon which the ves¬ 
sel is being constructed, but he does 
not predict any remarkable speed for 
the schooner. She will be 130 feet 
over all, 107 feet waterline, 25V4 
feet beam, and 11 feet depth of hold. 
Captain Mack is a keen racing en¬ 
thusiast and there is no doubt that 
he will have his vessel at the start- 


The fine new liner Achilles, of the 
Blue Funnel Line, will be placed in 
the North Pacific trade before the 
end of the year, according to infor¬ 
mation brought by officers of the 
steamship Hector, in port yesterday 
fmm the United Kingdom. The 
Achilles has been in commission, but 
some minor trouble developed with 
her turbines, and she was turned 
i ark to her boilders, Scotts Ship¬ 
building and Engineering Co., Ltd., 
at Greenock. 

When the Achilles Is again put 
into commission she will make a 
round trip in the Liverpool-Hong¬ 
kong trade and will then be sent out 
to the Pacific for a time, according 
to officers of the Hector. It was 
previously announced in these 
columns that the new liner Achilles 
was destined for the North Pacific 
service of the Blue Funnel Line. 

Afiother new turbiner of the same 
type to the Achilles, recently com¬ 
pleted in British yards for the Blue 
Funnel Line, is the Calchas, named 
after one of the Holt ships lost in the 
war.

The Puritan, too. is expected to he 
nuch sharper on the wind than the 
ordinary fishing vessel.

Vancouver, Marcli 24.—Seized by 
Canadian customs officials while 
lying in Coal Harbor, the schooner 
Lady Mine, of adventurous career, is 
tied up in Vancouver. The boat was 
seized while she was refitting pre¬ 
paratory to another trip to the South, 
and according to waterfront gossip, 
she was destined to take another load 
of liquor to the South. 

On her last trip the Lady Mine 
cleared for Ensenada with bonded | 
liquor, but before arriving at her 
destination the captain alleges that j 
tfie boat run Into C storm and that 
he was forced to Jettlsorcliis cargo of! 
liquor and put into San Fmacjaco for 
repairs. 

At a meeting of the newly formed 
Licensed Export Association, consist¬ 
ing of registered firms with bonded 
warehouses operating as export liquor 
men in Vancouver, which was held in 
tho Hotel Vancouver on Tuesday 
last, the Lady Mine came in for dis¬ 
cussion. At that time it was alleged 
that the boat was preparing to put 
to sea with another cargo of 1,000 
cases of whisky. / 

It was also alleged at the meeting 
that the much talked of schooner was 
to ship the liquor from a warehouse, 
which is not a licensed export ware¬ 
house, and many questions were ask¬ 
ed by the liquor men, who are paying 
license and other fees, as to why this 
was being allowed. 

"The people through whom the 
liquor is to be shipped have not a 
provincial license and have no right 
in the liquor business at all," said one 
member of the association, "and yet 
they claim to have authority from 
Ottawa to ship another 1.000 cases, 
and we understand that arrange¬ 
ments to this end are being made." 

Members of the association are 
taking the matter up with local and 
Dominion authorities, and It is pos¬ 
sible that as the result of the acci¬ 
dents that invariably happen to some 
of the boats leaving here in bond, 
that a cash guarantee will be asked 
for all future shipmenta.

"If a mnn by working Sunday af¬ 
fected hlmaelf alone, 1 do not think 
the law would have any right to In¬ 
terfere with him; but in the keen 
competition of industry this is Im¬ 
possible. A shop or manufactory 
which was open on Sunday would 
naturally distance Its competitors, 
and a small minority woyild thus 
always have It In their power to en¬ 
force Sunday labor on a large ma¬ 
jority. It is on this ground that tho 
law r is justified in Imposing its re¬ 
strictions'on all, and when this gen¬ 
eral prohibition is found upon the 
whole to be of great advantage, leg¬ 
islators have naturally hesitated to 
admit of exceptions, which though 
plausible or Justifiable In themselves, 
might tend to weaken Its force. The 
foundation of the law. however, 
is changed. It was originally en¬ 
acted mainly or exclusively on religi¬ 
ous grounds. It is now defended by 
its best supporters on secular and 
Utilitarian grounds, though it still 
derives additional weight and pop¬ 
ularity from the fact that a strong 
religious sentiment | H behind it." 

On page 93 Lecky adds these words, 
which ure worthy of serious consid¬ 
eration In these days of reconstruc¬ 
tion : 

"No one who knows England will 
doubt that the exlstnco of an en¬

"clean bill of health" is one of the 
strongest .inducements to intending 
settlers and that a rapidly Increasing 
mortality from tubercle and cancer 
con hardly be placed in that category. 

It Is high time that legislation be 
enacted whereby tubercle he placed 
on tho list of infectious diseases for 
compulsory notification snd measures 
be taken for the dissemination of 
literature, on this and other diseases, 
writteq in the same common sense 
way aH the lectures which have been 
addressed to Victoria audiences this 
week.

To the Editor,—The following in¬ 
structions have Just been received 
from tne Post Office Department at 
Ottawa, relative to the rates of post¬ 
age to be charged on money packets, 
on and after the 1st of April, 1922: 

On and after the first of April, 
1922. the rate of postage on money 
packets addressed to places within 
Canada, the Empire, the United 
8tates and Mexico will be five cents 
an ounce or fraction of an ounce. 

As the prepayment required on 
money packets posted for delivery 
within Canada, the Empire, the 
United States and Mexico Includes 
the war tax of one cent, money 
puckets weighing more than one 
ounce should be prepaid six cents 
for the first ounce and five cents for 
each subsequent ounce or fraction of 
an ounce. The registration fee of 
ten cents is also to be prepaid. 

Money packets ore packets of bank 
notes, etc., sent mostly by banks or 
business firms to their brandies and 
to firms or Individuals handling 
money in quantity, which at present 
pass through the mails at the 
ordinary letter rate. Under the 
term "money packets" are included 
bank notes, coin, bullion, gold dust, 
bonds and coupons payable to bearer, 
slocks and other securities negoti¬ 
able by bearer.

Exports of wheat from the 1921 crop 
have been heavy and country mills and 
elevators possess only 9 per cent, of that 
crop, the smallest percentage for the 
same month in ten years. Average 
wheat stocks in country mills and ele¬ 
vators March 1 for the past five years 
have been about 91,000,000 bushels. 
Stocks this year were 20 per cent, less 
than that amount. 


London. March 24.—Sir George Paluh, 
the noted economist, holds that two rtf 
the greatest unsolved problems which 
stand In the way of the world's return 
to what President Harding calls "nor¬ 
malcy” ure how the world is to pay the 
colossal sum It owes to America, if 
America refuses to accept goods, and 
how Russia is to be restored to produc¬ 
tivity. He declares the American pro¬ 
blem is infinitely the more difficult of 
the two. 

In an article in The Westminster 
Gazette Sir George points out that 
Europe is now called upon to pay 
America at least £200.000.000 sterling 
annually In Interest and principal as the 
result of Europe's war debts and of the, 
purchase by Americans of European 
securities. He says that unless the Old 
World is to scrape its coffers clean of 
gold It is impossible to send much more 
of the precious metal to America. The 
roly way out is to pay in goods, produce 
or services, and America Is opposed to 
being paid In goods. 

At the same time Europe is now more 
dependent titan ever on America for food 
tlnd raw material, and Sir George asserts 
that without such raw materials Europe 
I cannot recover. He adds:

It was lucky, for Montreal, and, In- | 
deed, for the Dominion at large, that! 
the fire Which destroyed the City 
Hall there recently did not cross the 
street and wipe out that great 
treasure house, the Chateau de 
Rumezay, says The Toronto Globe. 
Probably no other building in Can¬ 
ada so combines interest in itself 
with Interest In its contents. It is 
filled with relics, pictures and other 
mementoes of early Canada, but its 
own history dates back to 1706, when 
It was erected by Claude de Rame- 
zay, Governor of Montreal, and occu¬ 
pied by him as his official residence 
for nearly 20 years. During the time 
he directed military operations 
against the Indians and the English 
colonies. After his death In 1724 his 
widow retained possession until it 
became the property of “La Com-, 
pagnle des Indes" in 1745, when it 
was the headquarters of this gi^at 
fur company, and ,hither came, twice 
a year, large crowds of coureurs <\o 8 
hois and Indians, to exchange their 
products for other merchandise. 

After the Conquest the chateau 
passed into the hands of v William 
Grant, by whom It was leased to the 
British Government and used as a 
residence for the Governor. When 
the American revolutionary army 
occupied Montreal in 1775, General 
Montgomery made the chateau his 
headquarters, and from here were 
Issued manifestoes and addresses to 
the Canadian people, calling upon 
them M*cast off their allegiance to 
Great Britain. Benjamin Franklin 
and others held many futile confer¬ 
ences here, especially with the Ro¬ 
man Catholic clergy. When the 
Americans retired the Government 
once more took over the chateau, 
finally purchasing it as the official 
residence of the Governors. For 
many years it was known os ”G v- 
ernment PMBflffe.” and. with the*-unlon 
of Upper and Lower Canada in 1841, 
when Montreal became the Provin¬ 
cial Capital, it was used for depart¬ 
mental offices. 

In the lively times of the Rebellion 
Losses Bill, in 1849, when the Par¬ 
liament Buildings were burned, Lord 
Elgin saved* the bill and took it to

South Africans’ Indians 
Problems Were Discussed

London. March 24. — (Canadian; 
Press)—Reuter’s Delhi correspondent 
cables that the grievances of the] 
Indians in-'South Africar^weftar their! 
treatment by those in authority’were j 
submitted to the Viceroy, the Earl of| 
Reading, yesterday, by a deputation 
comprised of members of the Legis¬ 
lature. They gave assurance that 
the Indians were prepared to lie edu¬ 
cated and to raise the standard of 
life, but claimed equal freedom with 
the Bouth Africans as one of thf 
fundamental rights of humanity for 
which the Empire stood. 

The Viceroy, replying to the depu¬ 
tation, announced tbnt the Govern¬ 
ment was communicating with the 
Union of South Africa regarding the 
meusures recommended by the 
Asiatic Commission, and added, amid 
applause, that he firmly and vigor¬ 
ously championed the Indian cause. 

He agreed that while the Indian 
Government was determined to- press 
the application of the broad principle 
of equal citizenship, they must re¬ 
spect the principle of non-interfer¬ 
ence in the Dominions’ domestic af¬ 
fairs. 

Tho Viceroy counselled the Indians 
not to expect tho removal of preju¬ 
dices and expressed the hope that the 
difficulties ip the way would Jrt; 
found for the solution of the Indian 
question. He udvised that through 
the statesmanship of Premier Smuts 
of South Africa, who had solved more 
obstinate problems and had a clear 
Insight into the bearings of the 
claims advanced on the strength of 
the solidarity of the Empire as a 
whole, the Indian grievances would 
be ultimately settled.

Warned It Cannot Afford Pres¬ 
ent Standard, Council 
Makes Cuts 

Framers of Salary. Report; 
Want It Scrapped; Would i 
Disorganize Service 

After Involving Itself In a mesh of 
resolutions and counter-resolutions, 
and after framers of the now famous 
•alary reduction report had urged 
that this document be scrapped alto¬ 
gether, the City'Council at last de¬ 
cided definitely yesterday to cut the 
wages of city laborers. While In the 
City Engineer’s Department staff sal¬ 
aries were left Intact, common lab¬ 
orers will be paid |4 a day instead of 
$4.40. maintenance garbage men and 
sewer laborers will receive 84 26, 
boulevard and park workers $4 a day. 
Alderman Woodward proposed that 
all laborers who have been employed 
by the City for more than a year be 
placed op a monthly salary basis of 
$100, but this Idea was not sup¬ 
ported. 

As soon as the meeting started to | 
consider the Ill-fated salary report 
Alderman Incoming called upon the 
Council to face the financial facts, ) 
and reduce wages to a figure which i 
the City could afford. 

Aulerman Iteming recalled that' 
the sinking fund investigation had 
shown conditions that could not con- j 
tinue this year. Local Improvement | 
sinking funds had been •'scooped" | 
into the General Sinking Fund for 
several years and this must stop; 
this year, he asserted. He pointed 
out that city tax collections had been 
$322,000 short last year, that the city 
had been forced to borrow $75,000 to 
carry on and that $28,000 in bills had 
been left unpaid. 

Must Fact Facts. 

"How can we take care of our com¬ 
mitments this year?" he demanded. 
"What are we going to do about it? 
We shall not get the necessary 
money In, I can assure you of that. 
And here we are going merrily along 
as if we were going to have all the 
revenue In the world. You can’t 
raise the money by higher taxation 
and the bank has cul down our I\or- 
rowings. The question now is not 
whether we should pay such and such 
a wage but how much can we get 
the work done for? We have been 
stealing money in the ' past and it 
can’t continue this way." 

Alderman .Todd suggested that the 
Council leave the salary report and 
go on with its general estimates. 

Aldermgn Woodward, who signed 
the report, moved that it be rejected 
entirely. 

So many aldermen wanted to talk, 
however, that neither of these mo¬ 
tions got anywhere and the discus¬ 
sion continued to wander far afield. 
Alderman Andros said that salary re¬ 
ductions could not bo popular and 
i yet, in view of the city's financial 
* position, reductions must be made. 
He quoted figures to show how living 
costs were going down and argued 
that if it was just to raise w'ages 
when living costs rose a few years 
ago it was equally fair to cut wages 
f now. 

Urges General Cut. 

Alderman Hayw'ard declared that 
either a general salary cut Including 
aldermen’s salaries, should be made 
or else salaries should be left on their 
present baisis. Reductions in some 
cases and raises in others would be 
most unfair and would do away with 
whatever incentive employees now 
had to do their work well. He urged 
the Council to make a general direct 
salary cut or leave the salary ques¬ 
tion alone until Dr. Adam Shortt 
could investigate the city’s whole fi¬ 
nancial position. 

Alderman Hayward complained 
that the delegates who had repre¬ 
sented the employees at the recent 
salary conferences had been "outside" 
men entirely. The "inside" workers 
had not been directly represented, he 
said. 

When members of the committee 
which framed the salary report sug¬ 
gested that It should be rejected en¬ 
tirely Alderman Andros protested 
"You make tfhese recommendation 
and then you want us to ditch it's 
What’s the idea?" 

Alderman Gillespie cut into the dis¬ 
cussion with, "If we don’t get a move 
on we’ll soon have to start work on 
our next year’s estimates." ' 

Would 8crap Report. 

Alderman Woodward, while he had 
signed the report repeated that ho 
hoped the Council would reject the 
document. Ko one In the City Hall 
service, he believed, was receiving 
sufficient pay and to adopt the re¬ 
port would be to disorganize the whole 
service, he declared. 

Alderman Patrick resented sug¬ 
gestions that certain employees were

patient donkeys plod to and fro, haul¬ 
ing on the ropes which hoist the 
glistening skins to the top of the 
bark, there to spill out their contents. 
On a Summer night the squeaking of 
these chard, and the guttural voices 
of the Arab husbandmen can be heard 
above the howl of the jackals. In 
Baghdad Itself, tho water carrier, 
with his donkey, tho latter bearing 
his dripping skins is a familiar ob¬ 
ject.
